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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 3-5, 11, 12, 22, 25-28, 33-35 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative 
only, and cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). 
Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 24, depending from claim 17, recites "the pull-out loading bar is replaced 
by a pull-out loading wire". Claim 17 requires a pull-out loading bar and therefore claim 24 
which depends from claim 17 must require all of the elements of claim 17.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale ia this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 
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6. Claims 1, 2, 6, 13, 29, 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bergens et al (US 6270479). Bergens discloses an injection device for a syringe having a 
syringe body 220, a cannula with a needle, a plunger with a plunger rod 226, and an injection 
carriage for displacing the syringe body and the plunger, a actuating element 20 that acts on the 
injection carriage to carry out the injection procedure (col. 13, lines 20-45), the actuating element 
cooperates with components which withdraw the needle from the puncture site once the injection 
procedure has been completed using a return sfroke that is applied to the injection carrier (col. 
13, lines 33-35). See Figs. 2A-2G. The injection procedure includes an insertion sfroke, and the 
return stroke substantially corresponds in magnitude to the insertion stroke and acts in the 
opposite direction (col. 14, lines 13-21, 44-54). The actuating element is a push rod 250 that is 
guided parallel to the injection carriage in a housing which when it is pushed into the housing the 
components for producing the return sfroke are also activated (col. 14, lines 45-54). The 
components for producing the return stroke include at least one spring which is pretensioned by 
the push rod (col. 14, lines 13-21). A damping unit 356 is assigned to the injection carriage and 
causes a time delay between the completion of the injection procedure and the retum sfroke (col. 
9, lines 31-37). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 7-10, 14-21, 23, 31, 32 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
